There has been insufficient time for 
a study of all its provisions and of 
their implications, direct and remote, 
to warrant a final judgment on its de­ 
tails. Many of the judgments already 
uttered bear every evidence of haste. 
The American Senate, knows 
that 
the President has fought for two long 
moptjis to get the tightest, mightiest 
and most effective league of nations 
he could achieve. 
He has not 
only 
done his best. but ne has done the best 
possible 
under existing conditions. 
The league has the weapons necessary 
to blot war from off the earth. 
It is 
fully as good 
as its 
members 
arc 
ready and willing to act upon when 
the time comes; and everybody knows 
that there is no means of making 
them so act if they are unwilling. 
Seldom in the history of the world 
has a Senate—the very word means 
calm, serenity and wisdom—faced 
.-o 
grave and far-reaching a responsibil­ 
ity as that which now confronts the 
Senate of the United States. 
We 
should be accused of employing 
the 
language of exaggeration if we said 
that, according to reports from Wash­ 
ington. the Senators are about to lay 
hands upon the ark of the covenant;
